Romeyn be ordered at once. 

Colonel Guenther President. 

Colonel Francis L. Guenther, in command 
wf the Fourth artillery, has been appointed 
president of the courtmartial. He is sta- 
tioned at WaShington and is one of the 
" most famous army officers in the service. 

Judge Advocate Carbaugh will conduct 
the prosecution of the case. 

The courtmartial court will be composed 
of thirteen members, nearly all of whom 
are artillery officers of high rank. The 
trial will bring to Atlanta an aggregation 
of distinguished army men and the court- 
martial will be one of the most noted and 
important ever held in the south. 

It is expected that the trial will last 

' two weeks. A voluminous amount of evi- 
dence will probably be adduced and it is 
known that instructions have been given 
that the case® be thoroughly and 
efficiently investigated. 

The trial will probably bring out some 
sensations of an exceedingly breezy char- 
acter, and the ordinary quiet at Fort Mc- 
Pherson is certain to be disturbed to the 
highest pitch of excitement. There is great 
interest in the outcome of the affair, and 
it has been almost the sole topic of dis- 
cussion at the fort in recent weeks. 

Scene on the Drill Ground. 

It will be remembered several weeks ago 
Captain Romeyn and Lieutenant O’Brien 
figured in a very sensational incident just 
after dress parade and while the officers 
and soTdiers were still on the drill ground. 
The secret of the trouble has never been 
brought out, and it has been the source of 
much speculation in the city. 

It seems that after the drill Lieutenant 
O’Brien walked up to Captain Romeyn and 
made some sighting remark to the cap- 
tain which provoked the latter and caused 
him to strike a ringing blow at the Meu- 
tenant. The latter was smarted by the 
blow, and it is said that he was almost 
knocked down by its force and unexpected-

WILL SUCCEED MAJOR JACOBS 


Lieut. Col. John W. Scully, of New 
Orleans, Succeeds Major Clem. ~ 


LATTER WON'T 60 TO JAPAN WITH BUCK | 


The Transfers Will Be a Surprise To 
All and This Is the First News 
of It for Major Clem. 


Major John L. Clem, quartermaster of 
the United States army, one of the best 
known and most popular army officers éver 
Stationed in Atlanta, has been ordered to 
Portland, Ore., where he will make his 
future home, 

This announcement will be received in 
the nature of a big surprise to the hun- 
dreds of friends of Major Clem and to the 
major himself. He knew nothing of the is- 
suance of the order yesterday, and his 
first information of tre change will be 
gained from The Const'tution. 

The order directing the transfer of Ma- 
jor Clem was issued by the army officials in 
Washington yesterday and a telegram from 
that city states that Major Clem will be 
succeeded in Atlanta by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel James W. Scully, deputy quartermaster 
general, now depot and disbursing quarter- 
master at New Orleans. 

Colonel Scully was formerly located in 
Atlanta, and he is well known here. He 
was a popular officer and he will be napseiescr « 
welcomed back to this city. 

Will Relieve Major Jacobs. 

The departure of Major Clem will be a 
source of regret to his hundreds of friends 
and it will work a material change in the 
army personnel of the McPfierson post. 

Major Clem will relieve Major Joshua W. 
Jacobs, quartermaster at Portland. Major 
Jacobs has been directed to report by let- 
ter to the commanding general of the de- 
partment of Columbia. His headquarters 
will be at Vancouver barracks, Washing- 
ton. 

It is not known who will succeed Colonel 
Scully at New Orleans. 

The unexpected transfer of Major Clem 
will cause his friends to abandon the effort 
to have him appointed military aid to the 
minister in Japan, Colonel Buck. It was 
known that the major looked with favor 
upon the prospect of securing the appoint- 
ment, but now that he has been ordered to 
Portland it is certain that the Japan mis- 
sion will not be assigned him. 

In fact, Secretary of War Alger has an- 


nounced that he would not appoint Major 
Seapte Left Palatka and Met in Way- 


Clem to the Japan position because of his 


rank being too high. The usual custom is 


to appoint a leuterfant. to’ the and 
Major Cleth 18 “ineligible by reason bf his 
advanced standing with the army. His 
friends had made strong efforts to have 
him appointed to the Japanese mission, 
however, and it is possible that Secretary 
Alger would have waived the regulation in 
this instance, 
He May Leave at Once. 

It is not known how soon Major Clem 
will leave Atlanta. It is supposed that the 
order is effective at once and he may take 
leave of his duties and friends here at an 
early date. He has not been officially no- 


tifled of the order changing his station, and 


until the papers come from Washington he 
cannot ascertain the date of the effect of 
the transfer. 

During his stay of several years in At- 
lanta Major Clem has made many warm 
friends and admirers and his forthcoming 
departure will cause general regret. By 
his courteous, affable and strict military 
bearing he won for himself the friend- 
ship of all of the McPherson officers and 
men and many citizens. His record with 
the army has been a long and faithful 
one and he stands high in the estimation of 
the war department. He entered the army 
when a very young boy and participated in 
many of the big and important battles. He 
fought bravely, and without any previous 
military training he quickly pushed him- 
self to the front and was rapidly promoted. 

A peculiar coincidence of the transfer of 
Major Clem is the fact that he succeeds the 
officer whoa he himself succeeded here. Ma- 
jor Jacobs was quartermaster for this fort 
before Major Clem and the latter now 
succeeds Major Jacobs in turn, 

The Official Order. 

The official order making the transfer of 
the officers mentioned reads as follows: 

“Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—Mafjor 
John L. Clem, quartermaster, will transfer 


his duties and responsibilities at Atlanta, 


Ga., to Lieutenant Colonel James W. Scul- 
ly, deputy quartermaster general. depot and 
disbursing quartermaster at New Orleans, 
La., and then proceed to Portland, Ore., and 
relieve Major Joshua W* Jacobs, quarter- 
master, of his duties at that place.

RIVER STILL RISING AT VICKSBURG 


Much of the Levee Syatemn Is in a Pre- 
carious Situation, and at Many 
Points the Water Is Wash- 
ing Over When the 
Wind Is Blow-

Vicksburg, Miss., April 16.—The Queen & 
Crescent train dispatchers at 12 o'clock to- 
night reported that Biggs levee, in Madi- 
son parish, broke at ro’clock and that 
the break was one hul red feet wide in 
twenty minutes. , 

The break is four and a half miles south 
of the delta, Louisiana, and one and a 
half miles above the upper end of Reed's 
levee. 

He ne delta at once,

The tevee is a very large one and has 
been engaging the special attention of the 
levee authorities for weeks, or ever since 
the Mississippi crevasse. 

About six hundred convicts were employ-

Advic2s from Natchez and other points 
below Vicksburg indicate that the supreme 


‘test in the flood situation is at hand. The 


swift current which is rising steadily is 
beating against the levees with such force 
as to cause the gravest apprehension at 
many places. 

At Natchez the river is near the top of 
the levee and everything possible is being 
done to fight back the rising wafers. All 
kinds of rumors have been current taday 
regarding wholesale loss of life on Davis 
island, but diligent telegraphic inquiry fails 
to confirm the story. 

It is known that three negroes. 
drowned on the island, but outside of these 
fatalities no further loss of life is known

to have occurred. 

At Vicksburg the river is rising at the 
rate of four-tenths of a foot daily. The 
swift volume of water pouring out of the 
Yazoo into the Mississippi, at a_ point 
twelve miles north of Vicksburg will con- 
tinue for several days. 

The levees between Bedford store, four 
miles south of the delta, Louisiana, and 
Duckport, eix above, are in a precarious 
condition tonight, and every man and boy 
available is at work strengthening the 
embankment. At some points in this 
stretch of levee the water is washing over 
and the greatest ‘alarm is felt. A more 
cheerful feeling exists in the delta tonight.

SENTENCE NOT YET BEEN PRONOUNCED

Macon, Ga., April 16.—The trial of Shaw, 
wrecker of a passenger train on the South- 
ern railway at Stone creek last year, ended 
today at Jeffersonville’ in a verdict of 
guilty, with recommendation to life im- 
torisonment.

At 10:30 o’clock the evidence was in and 
Captain Martin opened for the\state in an 
argument of an hour and a half, at the 
conclusion of which the court took recess 
for dinner. 

At 1 o’clock Attorney Moore opened for 
the defense and was followed by Colonel 
Hardeman. Colonel Harris concluded for 
the state at 6 o’clock. 

The charge of the court was short. The 
jury retired: at 6:30 o'clock and at 9:47 re- 
turned the verdjct.

the association could be realized upon. 

The affairs of .the association are now 
in the state and chancery courts instead of 
the federal courts, as they were several 
weeks ago. Whether a permanent receiver 
will be appointed on the 24th remains to 
be seen, but there will be a hot fight made | 
in this direction. 

It has not been stated whether or not 
there will be opposition to the new move 
that has been made, but ‘many new de- 
velopments will probably come out in the 
next few days. 

The Southern Building and Loan As- 
sociation of Knoxville, besides being the 
largest building and loan association in 
the United States, transacted a vast 
amount of business in this state, and it 
was claimed by the company that it made 
more loans and carried more stock in the 
state of Georgia than any local company 
of this state. 

There are several thousand stockholders 
in Georgia and the business transacted in 
Atianta alone is said to run far into the 
thousands. Many loans have been made 
in Atlanta by the company, and the. fact 
that the company is again in the courts 
will be a surprise to many who are in- 
terested in its welfare.

After the prayer a local artist took a 
photograhph of the gallows and the group 
thereon. 

The trap was sprung at 2:46 and he was 
pronounced dead in eighteen minutes. His 
neck was broken. 

The body was placed in a coffin and 
turned over to friends who carried it to his 
family near Bartow, Ga.

GREEKS ARE INVADING TURKEY

Under Guise of Insurgents Regular 
Army Does the Fighting. 


GREECE 1S CHARGED WITH BAD FAITH 


Irregulars Organized with Full Knowl- 
edge of Authoritizs and Openly 
Ordered To Invade. 


Elassona, Thursday Evéning, April 15.— 
(Delayed in transmission.)—The representa~ 
tive of the Associated Press at the Turkish 
headquarters has just seen a prisoner who 
was captured by the Turks during the 
fighting which has taken place at Krania 
with the Greek irregulars. He declared 
that he belonged to a band of frregulars 
which left Trikhala. 

The expedition was organized by officers 
of the Greek regular army and was open- 
ly ordered to invade Turkey, not to harm 
the villagers, and to fight the Turkish 
troops only. 

After these statements it is dificult to 
deny that the Greek irregulars were or- 
ganized with the knowledge of the Greek 
authorities. This confirms the inquiries 
made on this subject by Seyfoulah Bey, an 
officer on the staff of Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, formerly an 
attache of the Turkish legation at Athens, 
and consequently familiar with the per- 
sonal appearance of many Greek officers, 
some of whom he recognized among the 
insurgents.

The fire chief attached a line of hose to the 
hydrants and tests were made of the pres- 
sure at the nozzle as Well as at the hy- 
drants.

nozzle.

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TIMo WOMEN KILLED, 
MAN FATALLY SHOT 


Horribt® Tragedy Occurs Near Watertown, 
New York. 


SHOT DOWN AT. SHORT RANGE 


Wilbur Crouch Murders His Wife and 
a Young Girl. 


THEY WERE OUT BRIVING WITH A MAN 


Crouch Leaps from the Roadside and 
Fires with Fearful Effect---Load 
of Corpses Returns to City. 


Watertown, N. Y., April 16.—A special to 
The Standard from Sacketts Harbor, ten 
miles from this city, says that one of the 
mcst horrible crimes ever committed tn that 
village was perpetrated in the early hours 
of this morning, but by whom fs not yet 
known. As the result, Mrs. Wilber Crouch 
and May Daly lost their lives and George 
Allen is close to death’s door. 

Last eveming Allen engaged a rig of a 
livery man. He then went to the barracks 
of the Ninth infantry and got Mrs. Wilber 
F. Crouch and May Daly, two domestics 
employed by Lieutenant Anderson. They 
drove about fhe village and surrounding 
country nearly all night. Between 3 and 4 
o'clock this morning. they were coming 
along the road leading from the village to 
Brownville, when, according to Allen's sto- 
ry, Crouch leaped from the roadside and 
began firing at the three occupants of the 
carriage. 

Alf three were hit by the bullets. The 
horses became frightened and ran back to 
the stable in the rear of the Everleigh 
house. 

One of the women was between the dash- 
board and the wheels with her head hang- 
ing nearly on the ground. The other was 
lying on her side. The clothing of both 
were badly torn. The dress of one of the 
women was burned along the arm, as was 
also some of her fiesh, which makes 
it conclusive that the firing was done at 
short range, causing the clothing to be ig- 
nited. In the rig was found a six-chamber 
revolver with four loaded cartridges and 
two empty cliambers. The revolver is the 
property of Allen. 

According to Allen’s story, he was thrown 
out of the buggy near the iron bridge which 
spans Mill creek and fell into the water, but 
soon extricated himself and, shot and stab 
bed as he was, managed to crawl to the 
kitchen door of the quarters, but on his 
arrival there was unable to speak. 

Crouch was arrested and placed under 
close surveillamce. A knife was found in 
his pocket, but no bloodstains were on it, 
nor was there anything about his appear- 
ance nor about his actions to point toward 
his guilt. 

Crouch Placed Under Arrest. 

Crouch and his wife had not lived togeth- 
er for a long time. 

The coroner's jury brought im a verdict to 
the effect that Crouch killed the women and 
Crouch was brought to the Jefferson coun- 
ty jail in this city for safe keeping. 

When he arrived here this morning he 
eppeared cool and collected and said: 

“Well, sheriff, they have brought me to 
you, but I guess I won’t be with you long.” 

He appeared to be confident that his in- 
nocence would soon be established. Allen, 
the man who was with the women, reached 
the mess hall at 4:30 o’clock this morning, 
when he faimted, but not before saying: 

“Get the women out of the creek.”’ 

He was taken to the hospital wet from 
head to feet and showed signs of having 
fallen into the water. 

It was impossible to gain a connected 
statement from the man. Stimulamts were 
given him and when he was aroused the 
following statemént was given in answer 
to questions, he saying that it hurt his 
throat: 

“Crouch did it. It was done by the creek. 
Crouch grasped the reims of the right horse 
and I leaned out of the rig. It was a one- 
seated top buggy. I was struck by a lash 
and then shot, I tried to get out my revol- 
ver, but before I could do so was shot 
again. In getting out my revolver I acci- 
dentally shot gnyself in the throat. The wo- 
men were shot and fell on top of me.” 

Allen was asked how many times he was 
shot and would hold up his hand with fin- 
gers outstretched, meaning that five bul- 
lets had pierced his body. Allen had been 
in charge of the officers’ club. 

He has been keeping company with the 
Daly girl and it is said they were to be 


married.

dames Lk. Stickney Murdered at His Desk 


by Unknown Robbers. 


| HEAD WAS ALMOST CUT OFF 


Was Knocked Down with a Black Jack, 
Then Throat Was Cut. 


ROBBERS TAKE $6,000 FROM THE VAULT

Left $100,000 in Government Bonds. 
Officers Are on Trail, but’ the 
Ciew Is Slight. 


Somersworth, N. H., April 164.—While re- 
sisting the entry of two desperate and de- 
termined robbers, anc during a futile strug- 
gle to protect $150,006 cr mcre in moncy and 
securities in the cOmpartments of the open 
vault of the Great Falls National tank, 
of Somerswoth, this afternoon, Cashier 
Jceseph A. S. Stickney was murdered near 
the desk which he had occupied for yeare. 

After killing Stickney, the murderers ran- 
sacked the vault and fled with all the cash 
it contained with the exception of a few 
five-dollar gold pieces. As near as can be 
stated about $6,000 was taken, but it is pos- 
able that tlie joss will considerably ex- 
ceed this sum, €@5 no one but thé dead 
cashier knew what the exact amount was 
in the institution at the time. 

The robbers after knocking Stickney 
down with a blackjack, cut his throat. 

The most remarkable feature uf the rob- 
bery was the fact that $100,000 in bonds of 
the United States were kept in one of the 
drawers of the vault, which the robbers 
examined hastily, but none of them were 
taken, 

No one was aware that there was any- 
thing wrong at the bank until nearly 2 
o'clock, or an hour after the murderous 
work was done. The perpetrators had am- 
ple time to escape. 

This evening scores of deputy sheriffs, 
marshals, police and citizens are scouring 
this section of the state. The men made 
their visit to the bank when business was 
the liveliest, and so thoroughly did they 
eccomplish the robbery that only a very 
uncertain clew and a very meager descrip- 
tion of them was obtained. Had the robbers 
been apprehended soon after the murder 
was committed and the robbery made pub- 
lic, it would be difficult to prevent a double 
lynching in the Granite State. 

The murdered man, in addition to his 
position as cashier and director of the 
Great Falls bank, was treasurer. It had 
always been customary for Cashier Stick- 
ney and the bank clerks, Messrs. Parker 
and Swazey, to close the bank at 12 o’clock 
and not reopen it until 2 o’clock. Today 
Mr. Swazey left his desk at noon. The 
cashier, however, kept looking over the 
bank’s accounts, and‘it is possible he was 
preparing to go out when the robbers en- 
tered. It is not known exactly what time 
the bank was entered, but it was evidently 
between 1 and 1:15o’clock, as two strangers 
were going up the hill at 1:20 o’clock. 

Mr. Frank Breed, a local merchant, was 
the first to discover the crime. He went up 
the staircase of the bank building and 
found the thick plate glass in the hall door 
completely smashed. 

He ‘hurried from the building and notified 
City Marshal Sheldon and they hurried 
back to the building. The latter broke in 
the door of the office and on the floor 
Stickney was found lying in a pool of blood. 
His head was nearly severed from the 
body .The robbers had cut his throat and 
his head was marked with deep gashes 
from a heavy blackjack, rege his skull 


was fractured. 

The body was covered with blood and the 
walls and furniture bore additional evi- 
dences of the terrible deed. Stickney had 
died fighting desperately.

SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Bibb County Students Pay Out $16,000 
Per Year for Yolumes. 


NEW PLAN OF PURCHASE ON 


Good Women of Macon Reclaim Hal- 
stead’s Effects for His Wife. 


UNDERTAKER WOOD ALSO GIVES HIS BILL 


Courts Are Kept Busy with Cases---Ink 
Drummer Has Been Released. 
Deaths and Marriages.

Macon, Ga, April 16.—(Special.)—The 
books used in the public schools of the 
city of Macon and county of Bibb cost the 
school children between $15,000 and $16,000 
per annum, and it is sufprising that no 
step has ever been taken until now to re- 
duce this cost. 

Cheaper books is now the cry, and they 
can be obtained. Heretofore the school 
books have been bought from local dealers, 
but the board of public education may 
arrange to buy them in wholésale lots from 
the publishing houses and 6ell the books 
at first cost to the children. 

At the meeting of the board just held 
J. H. Heitz, the popular and faithful secré- 
tary of the board, and for many years a 
member, introduced a resolution along this 
line. He thinks the school children are 
paying too much for books. The resolution 
of Mr. Heitz has been referred to the com- 
mittee on books, and at the next meeting 
of the board some plan will doubtless be 
evolved. 

If Mr. Heitz’s resolution is carried into 
effect, the school children can be supplied 
with books at not more than $1 per head 
per annum, whereas the cost now is $4 
or $5 per head per annum. 

One plan suggested is that at the end of 
a scholastic year the books can be bought 
back from the pupils and resold to suc- 
ceeding ‘children. Or the books can be 
sold direct to the children. Or, on the 
payment of $1 each, a child is loaned per 
year the books required. The books that 
now cost the children $15,000 to $16,000 
ought not to cost over $5,000 per annum. 

Halstead’s Effects. 

The late L. W. Halstead, who was killed 
by Charley Reid, had several valises which 
Re left in the room he was occupyimg at 
the Ellis house. The coroner took charge 
of these, as well as a watch Halstead was 
wearing at the time he was killed. He was 
due the proprietor of the Ellis house $1.50 
for board. Halstead had no money. Today 
certain charitabie ladies of Macon paid the 
amount of board due the Ellis house by 
Halstead and his effects have been taken in 
charge and will be expressed at omce to 
(Mrs. Halstead, at Clarkston. The watch 
Hanstead was wearing belonged to his wife 


and this, too, will be sent to her, though ' 


Undertaker Wood, who had the dead body 
in charge, was authorized to sell the watcn 
and apply the proceeds to the payment of 
Halstead’s burial expenses, but Undertaker 
Wood declined to accept the watch and told 
Coroner Holfis to forward the watch to 
(Mrs. Halstead, at Clarkston. Undertaker 
Wood embalmed the body and placed it in a 
coffin, at an ex.pense of $35, but the charges 
have not been paid. Undertaker Wood has 
written Mrs. Halstead informing her that 
if she was unable to pay the bill, he 
would not attempt in any way to enforce 
payment, but would give her the amount. 
This liberaiity and kimdness on the part of 
Undertaker Wood is no doubt greatly ap- 


precfated by Mrs. Halstead.

A Thorough Investigation Warrants the

T0 BE CALLED UP THIS MORNING 


Judge Lumpkin Will Probably Grant 
an Order and the Receivers Will 
at Once Proceed To Investi- 
gate--Search for Miss- 
ing President. 


A reward of $1,000 will be offered for the 
capture of William C. Hale, the erstwhile 
president of the Southern Mutual Building 
and Loan Association, who involved the 
affairs of that corporation in such an im- 
penetrable tangle. 

The reward will be offered by the receiv- 
ers of the defunct association, who after 
examining into the condition of affairs, 
have decided that such a grave discrep- 
ancy existed in the accounts of the won- 
derful Aladdm of finance, Hale, who was 
the promoter and head of so many wild- 
cat companies, that it Is desirable that he 
be brought back to Atlanta and punished 
as the law may deem fit. 

Through their attorneys, Messrs. King 
& Spalding, and Dorsey, Brewster & How- 
ell, Receivers Anderson and O’Byrne have 
filed a petition in the superior court asking 
that thev "*be-allowed to offer a reward in 
the above stated sum, which, if earned, 
shall be paid out of the funds of the asso- 
ciation. 

The petition was filed during the present 
week and placed on the motion docket. 
This docket is greatly crowded just at 
present, but the attorneys will appear be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin this morning and use 
every effort to have the matter taken up 
and disposed of. 

They Want Him Back. 

This step orn the part of the receivers is 
‘che most. important .the havs taken 
since being placed in charge of the con- 
cern. They are determined that Hale shall 
be brought back to Atlanta to answer for 
his misdoings and to explain some exceed- 
ingly mysterious dealings with which he 
was connected. The reward is placed at a 


. large figure in order to induce good detec- 


tives to take a hand in the search, thus 
greatly enhancing the possibility of the 
muchly wanted man’s capture. 

Shoftly after the Southern Mutual Build- 
ing and Loan Association was taken in 
charge by the courts, its affairs were in- 
vestigated by the Fulton county grand 
jury. The result of this investigation was 
a true bill returned against the president, 
William C. Hale, charging him with em- 
bezzlement of the company’s funds. 

A bench warrant was issued from the 
superior court for Hfale’s arrest and placed 
An the hands of Sheriff Nelms for execution. 
‘After a thorough search of the city and 
no Hale found, the sheriff gave up the 
hunt, having no funds with which to push 
the matter further. 

He May Be Found. 

Now, however, if the reward {ts offered, 
which will no doubt be the case, the hunt 
for the missing man will be renewed and 
pushed forward with vigor. A description 
and photograph will be sent to all the 
principal detective agencies, and if Hale 
is in this country, he will no doubt be 
found in short order. 

There are many people of the opinion 
that Hale has left America for foreign 
shores. Others think the man is still in the 
U..t ed Gtates and in support, of this 
theory cite the fact that when Hale left 
Atlanta he had very little money with 
him. It is agreed by every one that when 
Hale first went to New York he fully ex- 
pected to return to Atlanta, hoping to cov- 
er up his tracks and let the affair blow 
over. As the investigation of his transac- 
tions progressed and it was seen that the 
temperature in this locality was decidedly 
too warm for the president’s good health, 
he was evidently notified of the fact by a 
trusted lieutenant and advised to seek an- 
other place of residence.

Foreign-Born Cong-essnuen.. 

Perhaps it will surprise many to know 
that in the present federal congress there 
are twenty-seven members who were 
born without the limits of the United 
States. 

Such a percentage of foreign-born 
members, however, is nothing unusual. 
Indeed, there has not been a session of 
congress for years in which the number 
of foreign-born members has not been 
equally as great as it is at the present 
time. 

Repeated efforts have been made with- 
in the last few years to amend the con- 
stitution in such a way as to prevent a 
foreign-born citizen from becoming a 
congressman, but the idea has never de- 
veloped sufficient popularity to make the 
change desirable. This is due to the fact 
that some of our ablest law-makers have 
been of foreign birth. But aside from 
this consideration it is only right and 
proper that such a large and respectable 
element of our citizenship as the one 
denominated foreign-born should be rep- 
resented in the councils of the govern- 
ment. Many of these acquired citizens, 
if not, indeed, the greater number of 
them, are just as patriotic and law-abid- 
ing as any in the Jand; and to exclude 
them from representation in the halls of 
congress would be a gross injustice. 
While the constitution wisely provides 


‘that the president of the United States 
and other jmportant officers of the gov-— 


ernment shall be selected from the na- 
tive-born element of the country, it is 
not essential to the preservation of our 
institutions that such a harsh restriction 
should be applied to members of con- 
gress. The government aims to be per- 


of its favor, and though it reserves some 
important stations for its native-born 
citizens, it leaves the remainder free to 
all alike. 

The fact that so many of our foreign- 
born citizens yearly acquire distin- 
guished legislative positions, both in the 
state and nation, illustrates the benevo- 
lent character of our government, and 
faiso the possibilities of advancement 
which it holds out to struggling and am- 
bitionus spirits who come to our shores 
from other lands. The consideration 
which the government has shown its for- 
eign-born citizens has never been abused 
in such a measure as to warrant a change 
of policy in this respect, and it is safe 
to predict that any amendment seeking 
to prevent foreign-born citizens who 
have been duly naturalized from becom- 
ing members of congress will be defeat- 
ed by the people.

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What Ottoman! Integrity Meaus 

On the line of Mr. Gladstone’s re- 
cent letter scoring the Huropean powers 
for making such a ridiculous display of 
themselves in trying to preserve “the 
integrity of the Ottoman empire,” some 
additional facts may be cited. 

In The Fortnightly Review for April 
Sir George Baden-Powell, a well-known 
English writer, gives a detailed account 
of the losses sustained by Turkey since 
1817, and if “the integrity of the Otto- 
man empire” is not completely demol- 
ished by the figures which he therein 
cites, it is simply impossible to demolish 
anything. 

According to the above mentioned 
writer, the Turkish empire in 1817 con- 
tained a population of 19,600,000 Mos- 
lems scattered over 218,600 square miles 
of territory. \After the treaty of Paris, 
however, signed in 1857, some forty years 
later, the territory of the sultan num- 
bered only 193,600 square miles, with a 
population of 17,400,000. On the 25,000 
square miles of land surrendered in the 
treaty agreement of that year the gov- 
ernment, lost 2,200,000 of its subjects.

the signing of the treaty of Berlin. In 
that year its population fell from 17,- 
400,000 to only 9,600,000, while its terri- 
tory shrank from 193,600 square. miles 
to barely 129,500 square miles. ~ Within 
a brief space of only twenty-one years, 
according to these figures, the empire 
lost nearly one-half of its population and 
64,100 square miles of territory. But 
the record of Turkish disintegration does 
not end with the treaty of Berlin.

Hypocrisy or What? 

Professor W. L. Wilson, of Virginia, 
who was chairman of the ways and 
means committee in the democratic 
congress of 1883, and who was later 
made a member of Mr. Cleveland’s cab- 
inet, is contributing to The New York 
Herald some withering criticisms of the 
Dingiey tariff bill, and the republican 
policy generally. 

His latest essay in this direction is 
made up of a tremendous attack on the 
wool rates. 

However true, Mr. Wilson’s attacks 
on the Dingley bill are not pertinent. 
Indeed, they are entirely out of place. 
They will not only do no good, but they 
come with bad grace from a man who in 
the last campaign worked hard to put 
the republicans in power, and who, in 
order that noone might mistake his atti- 
tude, publicly deserted his own party 
and sought by every means at his com- 
mand to defeat the candidates of the only 
organization in this country that has 
made its influence felt in behalf of a rev- 
enue tariff. 

We assume that Mr. Wilson knew pre- 
cisely what he was about. If he did, 
his present attacks on the wool sched- 
ules or any part of the Dingley bill are 
likely to cause thoughtful people 
throughout the country to believe either 
that he is nof sincere, or that, as fowls 
have their molting seasons, he has his 
period for becoming tariff mad. And 
those who are sincerely in favor of a 
revenue tariff could wish that’ his tar- 
iff madness might occur at less untime- 
ly seasons.

Farming in the South. 

Our southern farmers are gradually 
waking up to the importance not only 
of diva@sifying their yearly crops, but 
also of reducing the acreage of their 
farming lands. Governor McLaurin, of 
Mississipi, is authority for the statement 
that the average farm in that state has 
decreased from 370 acres in 1860 to 193 
in 1870, 156 in 1880 and 122 in 1890. On 
the strength of this reduction Governor 
McLaurin ventures to hope that a new 
era of prosperity is dawning upon this 
section. 

With respect to diversified crops, The 
Chatanooga Tradesman, in a_ recent 
article on the subject, states that the 
time is rapidly coming when the south- 
ern farmer will not depend for his in- 


come solely upon cotton and a few other | 


staples. Indeed, it is claimed that no 
other section of the country is better 
adapted by reason of its soil and climatic 
conditions to the cultivation of a variety 
of products than the south. 

This is evident from the following data 
furnished by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture: In 1896 Virginia 
produced 38,067,000 ‘bushels of corn; 
North Carolina, 29,829,000; Georgia, 32,- 
504,000: Alabama, 32,445,000; Mississip- 
pi, 27,973,000; Texas, 32,228,000; Arkan- 
sas, 29,728,000; Tennessee, 71,893,000; 
West Virginia, 21,698,000; Kentucky, 80,- 
932,000. During the same year Ohio pro- 
duced only 123,691,000 bushels; Michi- 
gan, 40,041,000; Indiana, 133,468,000, and 
the famous corn-producing state ot Il- 
linois only 284,572,000. 

The capacity of our southern soil to 
produce wheat is shown by the follow- 
ing figures for 1896: Virginia, 5,724,000 
bushels; North Caroilna, 4,621,000; Geor- 
gia, 1,699,000; Texas, 4,529,000; Arkan- 
sas, 1,260,000; Tennessee, 6,628,000; West 
Virginia, 4,056,000, and Kentucky, 6,976,- 
000. During the same year Ohio pro- 
duced only 21,800,000 bushels; Michigan, 
15,719,000; Indiana, 20,647,000, and IIli- 
nois, 28,668,000. 

What is true of wheat and corn is 
also true of other cereals. Our south- 
ern farmers will never fully realize the 
possibilities of farming in the south un- 
til they begin to diversify their crops 
and to depend upon more than one sta- 
ple product. 
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Perhaps if Mr. Hanna had been in Jer- 
sey City matters would have been dif- 
ferent. But Mr. Hanna can’t be every- 
where.

“motto of the attorneys who have defended 
the poor old creature so faithfully through 
thick and thin. 

Messrs. Marion Harris and Glenn & 
Rountree have stuck to her faithfully and 
now they are on the way to the doors of 
the august tribunal from wnoose decisions 
there is no appeal to ask that she be sub- 
jected to a trial by a jury in Twiggs coun- 
ty, where the crime was committed, on 


the charge of lunacy. 

The case which has just been prepared 
and the papers forwarded to the proper avu- 
thorities in Washington, would, in the reg- 
wiar course of events, have been reached 
in about three years from the date of its 
reception, but in such cases it is the rule 
for the attorney general of the state whence 
euch a case is brought to ask that it be 
advanced on the docket, and as that rule 
will probably be adopted in this instance, 
St will be taken up earlier. 

The present term of the United States 
gsupreme court has nearly reached the 
limit, and it is so near adjournment that 
the case will not reach that body until 

fter the convening of the court for the 
fall term on the first Monday in October. 
‘At that time the case will be called and 
on the Monday following it will be set for 
a@ hearing.

Sinners Can Do. 


HE DESTROYETH MUCH GOOD 


Wisdom Is Better Than Standing 
Armies or Floating Navies. 


THE INFLUENCE OF ONE SALOON KEEPER 


The Preacher Says That a Poor Man 
Who Spends a Dollar for Whisky 
Robs His Family. 


Rev. Sam Jones was in Texas last week. 
One week ago this afternoon he preached 
at Marshall, Tex., to a congregation which 
crowded: the tabernacle. He took as his 
text Ecclesiastes ix, 18: ““‘Wisdom is better 
than weapons of war, but one sinner de- 
etroyeth much good.” } 

‘The wise man tells us,” said Mr. Jones, 
“that wisdom or religion is better than 
marshaied armies or floating navies—offen- 
sively and defensively. Religion is better 
than standing armies and magnificent na- 
vies. He would teach wus that religion is 
the best thing on earth, and that heaven 
itself has nothing better to give a man 
than good old-fashioned religion. But,” 
said Mr. Jones, “it will be with the latter 
clause of the text we should have to do 
today. ‘But one sinner destroyeth much 
good.’ Now, first, what is a sinner, or who 
is a sinner? Who is a Har? Why, he is a 
man who tells lies. Who is a drunkard? 
A man who gets drunk. Who is a thief? 
A man who steals. Then a man who com- 
mits sin is a sinner. 

‘It does not look very bad that you told 
a lie yesterday, but the fact that you 
told a lie made you a liar, and you can’t 
get lower down than that. It does not 
look much wrong that you stole a dollar 
yesterday, but the fact that you stole it 
made you a thief, and you can’t get lower 
down than that. So we say that to com- 
mit sin makes you a sinner, and you can- 
not get lower down in God’s moral word 
than to be a gullity sinner. 

“Did you do the deed? At the bar of 
your own conscience you are inno@ent or 
guilty. Its not what courts say, or juries 
say, or angels say, but what do you say. 
Did you do the evil deed? Innocence is as 
high as you can go, and guilty is as low 
down as you can get. He who is conscious- 
ly innocent walks arm in arm with you, 
and he who is guilty wallows in the same 
depths that the devil himself wallows in. 
I know what guiltis. The time was in my 
life. I have had my good wife or father 
look in my face and ask me ‘did you do 
that?” I have hung my head in guilt and 
answered ‘yes;’ and if there is any worse 
hell anywhere in the universe of God than 
the one burning in my bosom, then God 
knows I don’t want to go there. 

“Then, I know what innocence is. I have 
had men to chargé me with this, that and 
the other crimes, but I have by the grace 
of God been enabled to look the world in 
the face and say ‘it’s a He; it’s a lie.” God 
walks on no higher attitudes than inno- 
cence, The devil himself wallows in no 
deeper depths than iit. A sinner is a 
man who commits sin. He is a guilty sin- 
ner, and God says one such destroys much 
good, ’ 

“We will say one saloon keeper destroys 
much good, I am not. here to abuse saloon 
keepers. There is not,one in the city of 
Marshall 
manufactured to order. Any saloon keeper 
is as decent as the town that licenses him. 
Really, I have but one great objection to 
a saloon keeper, and that is the same ob- 
jection that I have to a louse. It’s the 
way he geis his living—off of the heads 
of families. A man who will vote for a 
saloon is no better than the bull-necked 
white apron rascal that stands behind the 
bar and sells the liquor. The man who 
rents the house for a saloon, the man who 
sells it and the man who dies drunk on 
it will all go to hell together, if I am any 
judge of moral questions. We ought all to 
go to hell together if one of them has to 
go there. I don't make war on the saloon 
keeper because of the money he makes out 
of his business. He ought to make money, 
for he-knows he is in the lowest-down bus- 
iness in the world. He knows his customers 
are the lowest down rascals in the com- 
munity, and he knows further that when 
he and his customers die that they have 
to go to hell together; and if he is not 
making money out of his saloon, he is the 
biggest fool in the universe. From start to 
finish, whisky curses ary man who has 
anything to do with it. 

***‘One sinner destroyeth much good.’ 
Then, if one saloon keeper déstroyeth 
much good, what will the one hundred and 
fifty thousand do? The one hundred 
thousand buried drunkards and their 
ruined lives and desoiate homes tell the 
tale. One old whisky drinker destroyeth 
much good. I take the position that no 
poor man has a right to drink whisky, for 
every dollar he puts over the saloon coun- 
ter is that much money robbed from his 
family, and the man who robs his family 
in order that he may minister to his de- 


praved appetite is a dog, and a very com-. 


mon dog at that. I was in a town a few 
days ago that had twenty-one saloons, 
and three of them were for gentlemen 
only. Said I, ‘that’s funny: three of your 
saloons for gentlemen only.’ And it is a 
fact that no gentleman will go into a sa- 
loon. No lady will go into a saloon, and 
if no lady can, no gentleman will. There- 
fore a saloon for gentlemen only won't 
pay, it will die for want of patronage. 

“TI take the position that no gentleman 
wants his wife to frequent saloons, and I 
am sure a man’s wife has as much right 


‘in a saloon as he has, God being the 


judge. 

“If one old whisky drinker will destroy 
much good, then think of the evil the 
hundreds of thousands of them wil do. 
The wicked lives, the suicides, the mur- 
ders. The desolate homes along the river 
of drink is enough to startle the world. 

“Again, one old profane swearer will 
destroy much good. No gentleman will 
use profane language, no lady can; no 
gentleman will curse and swear. One old 
blasphemer will ecatter profanity all over 
the land, and destroy much good, 

“One old tattier will destray much good. 
An old long-tongued woman can engender 


more strife and cause more frouble in a 


community than a dozen can 
preach down, making enemies dispoiling 
characters, and raising the devil genetally 
in the community. And so it goes: One 
sinner on any line of sin will destroy much 


“But it is equally true that one conse- 

ed; good man will destroy much evil.

BUT HAD NO DEED 


Mrs, Bondurant Brings Caustic Charges 
Against John C. Austin. 
SHE WANTS HER NOTES BACK 


Says Austin Sold Her Property Under 
False Representations. 
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$8,000 IS INVOLVED IN THE TRADE 


Judge Lumpkin Restrained * Austin 
from Disposing of the Notes and 
Sets Case for Hearing. 


A restraining order was secured yester- 
day afternoon late against John C. Austin, 
enjoining him from disposing of 34,000 
worth of notes signed by Mrs. Mary 8. 
Bondurant. The order was granted by 
Judge Lumpkin upon the application which 
was filed by Attorneys Albert & Hughes, 
who represent Mrs. Bondurant. 

The application for injunction was based 
upon sensational charges which have been 
preferred against Austin by Mrs. Bondur- 
ant. Several days ago Austin solid to Mrs. 
Bondurant 182% acres of land located in 
Manchester. Austin is said to have told 
Mrs. Bondurant that he held the title to 
the land, and that he would make a deed 
to any portion of the land which she might 
sell to any purchaser. 

Mrs. Bondurant accepted the proposition 
and purchased the land from Austin for 
the sum of $8,000, making a deed to him to 
$4,000 worth of land in Florida and giving 


her notes for the balance. amounting to | 


$4,000. 

Mrs. Bondurant now alleges that Austin 
had never paid a singte dollar on the prop- 
erty, and that he has no title to the land, 
and has defrauded her to the extent of 
$8,000. 

The property at Manchester is owned, it 
is charged, by Mr. Sampson A. Morris, 
and that Austin held nothing but a hond 
for title, having given Morris notes for 
the entire amount that was paid for the 
land, 

Several days after Mrs. Bondurant made 
the trade with Austin, she found a pur- 
chaser for forty acres of the land. The 
sum she offered to sell the land for was 
$100 per acre, which amounted to %4,000 for 
the forty acres, giving her a profit of $2,200 
upon a portion.of her investment. 

It is charged in the bill that Austin went 
to the purchaser, who was Mr, J. A. Loftis, 
and told him that the titles to the prop- 
erty was worthless, and that he had better 
not make the trade with Mrs, Bondurant. 
Austin is said to have then-~traded the 
$4,000 worth of property he secured from 
Mrs. Bondurant to Mr. Loftis, thus trans- 
fering the property to Loftis, who is said 
to be an entirely innocent party. 

Austin Charged with Fraud. 

When Mrs. Bondurant made an jnvesti- 
gation of the titles of the property she had 
purchased from Austin she found that the 
titles were in Mr. 8. A. Morris, and that 
Mr. Mors held Austin’s notes for the 
land. 

Yesterday Austin was enjoined from dis- 
posing of the notes which he secured from 
Mrs. Bondurant. It is said that he has 
been trying to sell these notes within the 
past few days, but could not find a pur- 
chaser, as there was no deed behind them 
to secure them. 

An effort will be made to have the court 
attach the property traded to Austin by 
Loftis, as the proceeds of the original sale 
went into this piece of property and the 
other land which was originally owned by 
Mrs. Bondurant, which she traded to 
Austin and which he in turn traded to 
Loftis, is beyond the jurisdiction of this 
court. 

Mrs. Bondurant has found herself in the 
unfortunate predicament of owing /vstin 
$4,000 worth of notes, having fost $4,000 of 
property, and also a debtor to Mr. Samps 
Morris for the full amount of the notes 
which Austin gave him for the bond for 
title to the Manchester property.

Demand for Dry Goods Slow---Some 
Manufacturers Working Without 
Profits---Markets Closed. 


New York, April 16.—Bradstreet's tomor-

The most conspicuous improvement in 
trade conditions this week is in the weath- 
er throughout fhe central, western and 
northwestern states, where country road- 
WAYS are more passable. There is a better

In staple lines. there is a more ac- 
tive request at Portland, Ore,; Minneapolis, 
Minn.: St. Paul, Minn.: Kansas City, Mo., 
and Atlanta, Ga., pointing to irregularity 
of the tendency to recover. Jobbers at 
Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha, Cincinnati and 
Chattanooga report trade slow or that de- 
mand is decreased. There is no sign of 
trade revival in the flooded regions, where 
the danger points moved southward. If the 
water recedes by May 15th, one-half of :the 
usual cotton crop may be ra.sed in Ar- 
hansas and Mississippi this year, but the 
outlook is not promising. 

The demand for drv goods ts slow, and 
some manufacturers remain at work with- 
out profits, as the lesser of the two evils. 
Demand for wool is checked, and stocks 
are badly cut, but makers of woolens are 
as active as before. 

Shoe manufacturers are working full 
time. 

Iron and steel continue disappointing with 
lower prices for bessemer pig and for bil- 
lets, few if any new orders, and a ten- 
dency to weakness rather than the reverse. 

An adverse movement is noted in the 
price for staples, those for wheat flour, 
wheat, Indian corn, pork, lard, coffee, cot- 
ton and woolans having advanced. Lower 
quotations are reported for sugar, petro- 
leum and naval stores, in addition to iron 
and steel.

“After holding it up a considerable while, 
the supreme court held that section 4666 of 
the code was the only method of trying 
such an issue under the laws of Georgia, 
and that it was not a denial of due process 
of law thus deciding against the federal 
right set up. 

“This being so, the case waa in a situa- 
tion to apply for a writ of crror from the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
the point to be decided by the supreme 
court of the United States is whether or 
not proceedings afforded by the law of 
Georgia for the trial of such issues is or is 
not a denial of due process within the 
meaning of the constitution of the United 
States. 

“Should the supreme court of fhe United 
States so hold, the judgment of the supreme 
court of Georgia will be reversed, and the 
case will be sent back to Twiggs county, 
and it will be the duty of Twiggs superior 
court to summon a jury and try the issue. 
The point presented is ome unquestionably 
within the jurisdiction of the supreme court 
of the United States, and has been so held 
and settleG@ for nearly one hundred years.

‘TARGET PRACTICE IN THE ARMORY 


The Police Board Makes an Excelient 
Appointment---Drilling To Begin 
- _ Monday---General Order. 


The police department of Atlanta will 
now become @ thoroughly organized mill- 
tary body under the direction of Colonel 


Wiliam G. Obear. 

At a recent meeting of the police board 
a resolution introduced by Commissioner 
Kendrick was adopted, providing for the 
appointment of an instructor and drill- 
master for the police force, and Chairman 
English and Major Kendrick were appoint- 

_ @@ a special committee, with power to 
act, to appoint a suitable persen to that 
position. Yesterday morning the two com- 
migsioners selected Colonel Obear and no- 
tifed him of his appointment. The colonel 
accompanied Major Kendrick to the police 
station and was introduced to Chief Con- 
nolly and other officers of the department. 

On Monday morning Colonel Qbear will 
begin his work of instructing the police 
force in military courtesies, In the laws 
and rules regulating the department and 
jn rifle practice. The police officers and 
patrolmen will be instructed in squads. 

Military Courtesies. 

The members of the police force wil! 
be first instructed fn military courtesies. 
They will be shown how certain customs 
and etiquette are observed among the mill- 
tary and will be required to observe the 
game rules in all matters connected with 
the department. The chief will be the 
highest ranking officer and the captains 
will observe the same formalities in ad- 
dressing him as captains of military com- 
panies do when approaching the colonel 
of a regiment; sergeants will approach the 
captains as subordinates, and the patrol- 
men Will be regarded as privates. In 
saluting each other the code of military 
salutes will be strictly observed. 

Colonel Obear will drill the men in com- 
pany evolutions and in the manual of arms. 
Me will instruct them in the rules and 
laws under which policemen must act when 
performing their duties. 

These instructfons and drills will con- 
sume about one hour each day. 

One of the most important matters which 
will be taken up in these instructions will 
be the target practice. Every member 
of the police department will Be taught 
how to handle rifles and pistols and will 
be made to practice at targets in the po- 
lice armory. The targets will be made of 
fron and the fiflies loaded with small 
charges of just sufficient propelling power 


. to throw. the ball across the armory. There 


@re cartridges made expressly for this 
e. 
What the Colonel Says. 

In speaking of his appointment, Colonel 
Obear said: 

‘It is my intention to make the city 
police department a thoroughly equipped 
and drilled body of soldiery and to teach 
them when to use firearms and haw to 
use them. There are only certain times 
when policemen are allowed to shoot and 
when they do they must shoot to kill. 
To twenty well-drilled policemen who un- 
derstand the handling of their rifles will 
be more effective in dispersing a mob than 
the entire police force in a confused squad 
fring indiscriminately. It will not take 
long to get the men in good gnape and 
once they are drilled and properly in- 
structed it will be an easy matter to keep 
them up to a good military standard.” 

It is the unanimous opinion that the po- 
lice commissioners made a most excellent 
appointment in the selection of Colonel 
Obear for the work of instructing the po- 
licemen, He is a military man of great 
experience and is eminently fitted for 
the duties of his position. He is now the 
Inspector general of rifle practice of the 
Georgia volunteers. Heibegan his military 
career as a private in the Souinern Cadets, 
of the Georgia volunteers, and served as a 
torporal of that company. In 1883-84 he 
Was with the Macon cadets. He was a 
private and corporal of the Birmingham 
Guards; a private in the Jefferson Volun- 


teers, of the Alabama state troops; became | 


second lieutenant of that company and 
afterwards moved. to Georgia and was 
blected “first  leutenant of Company 
B. of the Fifth regiment of thé Georgia 
Volunteers; was captein end adjutant of 
the Fifth regiment; he was elected lieuten- 
ant colonel of the regiment and afterwards 
assistant inspector general; on May 3, 1895, 
he became inspector general of rifle prac- 
tice, Me received his early military train- 
ing at the University of Tennessee.

On account of slow collections and the 


pressure brought By certain creditors the 
Kangra Valley Tea Company executed a 
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COLONEL W. G. O’BEAR. 
Appointed Yesterday to Train the Police Force in Military Matters. 
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Wilson, T. L. Esterling and H. B. Kim- 
brough. 

The petition was filed by Colonel! John F. 
Methvin, representing Mrs. M. A. Drewry 
and G. G. Glower, who until recently were 
partners in the firm of Glower, Pylant & 
Co., retail grocers, at 138 Peachtree street. 

No receiver was appointed, but the case 
was set for a hearing in chambers on 


April 22d, at which time the defendants 


ere to show cause ~why~ the petition 
should not be granted as prayed for. Judge 
Lumpkin was usqualified, as he is inter- 
ested financially in the ‘business. Judge 
John 8. Candler was absent from the city, 
and the order was signed by Judge John C, 
Hart, of the Ocmulgee circuit. Judge Hart 
was at the Kimball, and the petition was 
presented him and he granted a restrain- 
ing order in the case. 

The firm of Glower, Pylant & Co. was 
composed of Mrs, M. A. Drewry, G. G. 
Glower and W. R. Pylant. On March 17th, 
last, Mrs. Drewry and Mr. Glower retired 
from business, leaving the business in the 
management of Mr. Pylant. It Is said that 
Mrs. Drewry was allowed the sum of $700 
for her undivided one-third interest in the 
business. She was given a check for $125 
by Mr. Pylant, his note for $274 and a suffi- 
cient amount of good accounts due the 
firm to make up the remainder. It is claim- 
ed in the bill for receiver that when the 
oheck was presented at the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company, the bank upon 
which it was drawn by Pylant, the cashier 
informed Mrs. Drewry that Pylant had 
issued instructions that the check should 
not be paid. The note has not been paid, 
and Mrs. Drewry declares that she has 
nct been relieved of any of the liabilities 
ef the firm as was promised would be the 
case by Pylant at the time the trade was 
made. 

It is charged by the plaintiffs that Pylant 
agreed to release them from several notes 
which were at the time in the bank, and 
that they were to be relieved of al! liahil- 
ities of the firm. They say that Pylant is 


rapidly squandering the stock, and that. 


gince the trade was made with them he 
has sold the entire stock to Mr. A. McD. 
Wilson, and-that the latter has begun re- 
moving the stock. 

The petition declares that there is col- 
lusion between Pylant and Wilson with the 
purpose of defeating the payment of the 
petitioners and the other creditors of the 
firm.

Contractors Are Going on with a kew 
Men---No Work Being Done 
on the Jail.

The strike of the Drick masons for nine 
hours a day work instead of ten is still 
on, amd both sides seem more determined 
than ever. Yesterday's developments 
brought a signal victory for the bricklay- 
ers, and also for the contractors, but the 
final outcome of the struggle remains in 
doubt. : 

Contractor Ittner, Who is erecting a two- 
story building on Decatur street, and who 
on last Wednesday acceded to the demands 
of the strikers, placing ten men back to 
work, reversed his decision yesterday at 
noon and the bricklayers laid down their 
trowels again and walked out. 

Mr. Ittner stated that he had conferred 
with the other contractors in the city ind 
had come to the conclusion that it would 
be the wisest plan to continue -the ten-!:our 
scale. This was a herd blow to the union, 
but the members are Mot discouraged there- 
by and are still confident of victory. 

The strikers are receiving sympathy and 
support from nearly ever labor organiza- 
tion in Atlanta. Several have offered cash 
contributions if they are. needed. The 
Building Trades’ Cousict] was the first to 
pass resolutions of sympathy, and others 
are following in rapid succegsion. 


Men May Not Come. 


The fiercest war seems to be raging 
against Contractor Lewman, who !s erect- 
ing the building on the Markham house 
site. He has made several attempts to im- 
port bricklayers from distant cities to take 
the places of the strikers, and succeeded 
in putting seven men from Louisville to 
work last Thursday, , 

The strikers determined they would cut 
off this supply if possible. Another party 
of seven white masons arrived in the city 
yesterday at noon from Louisville, and were 
met at the train by Mr. Lewman’s represen- 
tatives, who escorted them to a boarding 
house on Edgewood avenue. They were to 
begin work this morning, but the strikers 
went to work on the new men and in less 
tham half an hour the Louisville masons 
had been won over, and had joined the 
strikers at their hall, 38% Marietta street. 

As the new masons entered the hall, 
which was filled by white and negro brick- 
layers, they were greeted with deafening 
cheers. President Jones finally secured or- 
der with his gavel amd a tall, h@nest-looking 
stranger began speaking and was given the 
closest attention, 

‘We men from Louisville,” sald he, “want 
you to understand we are with you in this 
fight. We were brought here untler false 
represemtations. Lewman's agent in Louis- 
ville told us the strike in Atlanta was over 
and that they simply. needed more men. 
Had we known you brieklayers were in this 
trouble we would have. been the last men 
in the world to come here to interfere with 
your strike. (Cheers,). |... 

“They paid our railnad. fares down here 
and now we are dead broke. They also 
guaranteed us work for eight months. We 
are laboring men—true laboring men—and 
we are always found on the side of our 
brethren iri any fight. We ere not going 
to desert you now, for if we can get the 
money to go back to Louisville we are go- 
ing by the first train, and we hope to God 
you men will win in this strike, and you 
will if you will hold out long enough. 

“And while you are striking, why. don’t 
you strike for higher wages. Here you 
are only demanding $1.80 a day for nine 
hours’ work, when Lewman offered us $2.50 
a day for ten hours’ work. You men ought 
to have at least 30 cents an hour for your 
work, and if you will do your duty you 
can get it. Keep the fight up, boys, and 
we will see to it fhat.no more bricklayers 
are imported from Lotisvilie.” 

As the stranger took his seat he was 
cheered to the echo. 

Can They Get Other Men. 

Lewman & Co. have telegraphed for more 
men, and are expecting a large party to- 
might. The tie that. binds the brickma- 
sons together, however, is yery close, and 
the men who are here have telegraphed to 
their home workmen mot to come, 

The local union has notified other unions 
all over the south of the strike and have 
received evidenees of hearty co-operation. 
The Atlanta masons are jubilant, there- 
fore, over the result, and believe they have 
Mr. Lewman in a very.embarrassing predic- 
ament, where he will either have to sur- 
render or give up his conttact. 

On the other hand, (Mr. LLewman does not 
seem to be the least worrted over the 
affair, and says he will have plenty of men 
here when he needs them. He also says he 
will never grant the strikers’ demands. 
Only seven masons were at work on his 
buildings yesterday, and ome of them quit 
and joined the strikers. 

The condition on. the other bulldings in 
the city remains the same. No men are at 
work on the jafl, only four om the Orr 
bullding and four on the Austell building.

Stand an Examination. 


FOUR YOUNG LADIES APPLY 


Some Good Papers Handed In---Ap- 
plicants in the Railway Mail Ser- 
vice Will Be Examined, 


Four pretty girls and thirty-two men 
were examined yesterday for positions fn 
the United States government bultlding 
here, 

The examination was conducted in the 
district courtroom and was conducted by 
Special Examiner W.W.Ricketts, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., assisted by Superintendent 
Cc. K. Maddox, of the carrier department, 
and Mr, J. F. Thibedeau. 

The men who were examined were of 
all ages and two colors. Six negroes stood 
the examination for the position of jani- 
tor of the custom house and some of the 
negro applicants tried for other places. 
The negroes all seemed rather frightened 
at first under the rigid questioning of the 
examining board, but they soon recovered 
their assurance and two or three of them 
got real snappy in their answers. ; 
The young lady applicants were after 
copyists and type- 
writers. All the girls displayed fine ability 
for the places they sought and the exam- 


Iners were disposed to think that the appli- 
cants would grade very high. The men 


who stood the examination were applicants. 


for such places as stenographer, type- 
writing, clerk, copyist, janitor,. watchman, 
engineer, elevator conductor, government 
printer, government stereotyper, book and 
pamphlet binder for the government print- 
ing office and a number of other positions 
in ‘the gift of the government here. 

The examination papers of the appli- 
cants will be forwarded to Washington, 
where they will be graded and those who 
pass the highest examination will be put 
on the list of applicants, and then, as 
they are needed, they will be given places 
in the order in which they appear on the 
list, It may be months or a year before 
some of the successful applicants get posi- 
tions, but all of them are pretty certain 
to be placed if they only keep their appli- 
cations on file, 

The examination of appiicants for posi- 
tions in the railway mail service will be 
held today.

THE WOMAN MAD 


Unusual Lunacy Trial Before the Ordinary 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


BECAME INSANE FROM FEAR

Susan Baber Believed She Was Pur- 
sued by Dark Shadows. 


SHE WILL GO TO THE LUNATIC ASYLUM 


Interesting News of the Various 
Courts Which Were in Session 
Yesterday. 


Trembling from excitement, haunted by 
shadows and delirious from imaginary 
fears, Susan Baber, an aged negro woman, 
Was adjudged to be insane late yesterday 
afternoon by a jury in the court of ordl- 
nary. 

The case is without doubt one of the 
most peculiar and unusual that have ever 
come before the attention of Ordinary Hul- 
sey. The woman will be sent to the state 
lunatic asylum as soon as arrangements 
can be made for her care in that institu- 
tion. 

The woman has been tnsane for many 
months, her relatives stated, but her con- 
dition has rapidly become worse, and al- 
though the woman is not considered dan- 
‘gerous, she is at times very violent and 
has frequently painfully injured herself in 

her wiid efforts to escape tne shadows with 

which she says she is constantly’ sur- 
rounded. 

“Mother is afeared of ther shadders,”’ said 
her son in court yesterday. “She sets in 

her chair and watches ther shadders as 
‘they come down the walls of the room. 
; She says they are after her and will choke 
her to death if they catch her. She sets 
and watches them as they come down the 
wall; she bounces up and screams and 
then falls to the floor in a fit.”’ 

It is not shaddows alone that have terri- 
-fied the unfortunate woman. She says she 
‘is pursued by angry bulls, which she can 
‘hear as they bellow and paw up the earth 
behind her. Mad dogs, cats, wild anima!s 
and even snakes have come vefore the 
‘vision of the lunatic as she crouches in 
the corner of her room and makes ready 
to defend herself from their savage at- 
» tacks. 

Yesterday afternoon while the trial was 
progressing the woman sat quietly watch- 
ing the walls of the courtroom, casting her 
‘@yes about her as if she were in mortal 
Gread of being suddenly seized by some 
shadow which she evidently believed was 
-lurking among the big books of records 
in the ordinary’s office. 

The woman will probably be carried to 
(Milledgeville early next week so that she 
can be placed in safe keeping.

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Shouters at the Tabernacle Prevent Sleep 
in the Neighborhood. 


THE SICK CANNOT STAND IT 


Am Immense Congregation Out To 
Hear the Black Spurgeon---Many 
Converts Are Being Made. 


The colored revival now in progress at 
the tabernacle barely missed a ruthless 
ending last night at the hands of the police. 

The singing, it seems, does not let any 
one sleep in that neighborhood until meet- 
ing-is out. and the citizens are raising a 
kick: Last night a lady living near the 
tabernacle was seriously ill and her hus- 
band telephoned the station house for an 
officer to stop the proceedings. A _ police- 
man responded, but before he arrived the 
fun was over and,the enthusiasts had gone 
to their homes. 

The largest crowd yet was present, fuily 
9,000 people, white and black, filling the big 
edifice almost to suffocation. There was 
not a vacant seat in the house by 7:30 
o’clock. Hundreds were turned away un- 
able to get insida. 

With every night the white folks seein 
to be growing more interested in the re- 
vival and the attendance is increasing. 
Over 3,000 white people were there last 
night, many or whom were converted, and 
went up before that vast audience of black 
faces, and giving their hands to the 
preacher, determined to lead a better life. 

There was shouting from the happiest 
laugh to the wildest war whoop. Old and 
young, black and white, little and big, fat 
and slim, were happy and had no hesitancy 
in showing it. One old negro could be 
heard for two blocks beyond the taber- 
nacle while going home. 

Another negro of middle age and copper 
color apparently went crazy and it was 
several minutes before he could be con- 
vinced he was not flying through the air 
at a Nancy Hanks gait with white wings. 
It took several people to hold the women, 
who let their happiness run away with 
their heads. During the warmest part of 
the exhorting, pandemonium reigned su- 
preme. A dozen songs were sung, a dozen 
prayers were offered and a dozen speeches 
were made at the sam time. 

The “Black Spurgeon” preached another 
fine sermon. He is making a wonderful im- 
pression on the whites and blacks with his 
logic and eloquence. He Is far above the 
average negro preacher and his appellation 
is perhaps well given. He is deeply in 
earnest, and being thoroughly imbued with 
the right spirit, is accomplishing a world 
of good. 

One of the most interesting features 
about the whole revival is the crowd—par- 
ticularly the white crowd. The majority, 
perhaps, are attracted by curiosity and are 
well paid for their visit; others go from a 
religious instinct, even joining the force 
of workers and urging colored men and 
boys ‘to forsake the world. Then, too, 
there are those who are disposed to make 
fun. Some of the best people in the city 
attend and seem to take a deep interest 
in the proceedings. 

An Old Soul Made Happy. 

One of the penitents last night was a 
negro perhaps eighty years old. All dur- 
ing the sermon he gave the closest atten- 
tion. 

When the invitation was given to go to 
the mourners’ bench he responded and 
many an eye followed him curiously as he 
wenced his way down the long aisle. He 
gave the preacher his hand. and then turn- 
ing toward the congregation, gave one long, 
wild shriek and for ten minutes afterwards 
nothing but shrigks came from that source.

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FREE LUNGHES GOING 
Saloons May Discontinue the Pres Lunch 
Counters Soon. 

POLICE COMMITTEE DISCUSS IT 


Mr. Milt Camp Says the Counters 
Ought To Be Cleared. 


SALOONS ARE MAKING VERY LITTLE MONEY 


Cannot Afford To Give Away 
Square Meals. 


The free lunch counters of the Atlanta 
saloons may be abolished. 

This statement will strike sorrow to the 
hearts of many, but news fs news and it 
must be stated that there is a movement 
on foot which threatens to sweep away the 
lunch counters at one fell swoop. 

It may be that in the near future pa- 
trons of the Atlanta saloons will have to 
drink their beer and liquor without meals. 
This would be a new departure for the city 
but it seems that there is considerable 
prospect of its adoption. 

At a meeting of the police committee of 
the council yesterday afternoon Mr. Milt 
Camp stated that the free lunch counters 
ought to be abolished and his view was 
concurred in by several officials present. 
He stated that some of the saloon men 
were seriously considering the advisability 
of abolishing the free lunch system and 
that it is by no means improbable that 
something of the kind may be done. 

The saloon men are said to be disgusted 
with the practice of giving away a square 
meal with each 5 cent glass of beer and 
they argue that all of the profit is con- 
sumed in the purchase of lunch stuffs for 
their customers. For several months the 
saloon business has been on the decline 
and it is said that there are very few 
saloon men in the city who are making 
money. For this reason there seems to be 
a desire to cut down the expense of free 
lunch, an expense which is considerable. 

The saloon lunch is no longer a cracker 
and a slice of cheap sausage. It has evo- 
luted into a first-class lunch in every re- 
spect and is costly when prepared as it is 
in the first-class barrooms of the city. The 
custom of setting a free lunch with each 
drink is an old one, and it has gradually 
grown out of proportions to the profits of 
the saleon business, say those who ought 
to know. In Atlanta the license for selling 
liquors and beers is so high that the sa- 
loon men find it difficult to meet expenses 
in good times and extremely difficult in 
dull times. The free lunch system is said 
to be an expensive one and it has’ Kept 
down the profits of the business considcra- 
bly. 

No effort has been made to abolish the 
lunch system by law, but it was officially 
Stated by Mr. Camp that that thing ought 
to be done and he may take up the matter 
at another mecting of the police committee 
or general council. The fact that the New 


’ York general assembly enacted a law pro- 


hibiting ‘tthe giving of free lunches with 
drinks was discussed and should the law 
be adopted in Georgia it would completely 
revolutionize the saloon business of the 
State. 

It is said that it Is within the power of 
the city council to pass an ordinance to 
abolish the free lunch system on = the 
ground that the council can regulate the 
business under the agreement reached sev- 
eral days ago by which the saloons were 
voted back into the city. 


AGAINST BELGIAN BLOCKS 


MAYOR COLLIER SAYS THE CITyY’S 
STREETS ARE BADLY PAVED. 


He Would Veto Any Effort To Pave 
Other Streets with the Blocks. 
One Contract To Be Let. 


Atlanta will put down no more belgian 
biocks as street paving, according to the 
decluration of Mayor Collier, and there is 
no doubt that he is backed up by many 
nembers of the general council in his opin- 
icn. 

The mayor says the belgian block paving 
is unsatisfactcry and that {it is a nuisance 
in rany ways. He has de2cided to oppose 
81.y effort that may be made to cause the 
laying of more belgian block paving and 
should an ordinance pass providing for 
its use the mayor would undoubtedly 
veto it. 

It is probable that as fast as the bel- 
gian block paving wears out the blocks will 
be replaced by some other kind of paving 
material. Ths opposition to the blocks is 
strong and Mayor Collier and others are of 
the opiaion that they are no longer the 
proper paving material for Atlanta. 

There is only one contract that may be 
let for the laying of belgian blocks during 
the present administration. That is the 
paving of Bartow street from Marietta 
street to the Seaboard Air-Line depot, a 
short distance. This will be done because 
the heavy wagons and freighters would 
soon wear out any other kind of paving and 
because the grade of the street is consider- 
able, making it difficult for the horses to 
pull heuvy loads, up it unless they could 
get a good foothold, such as is attorded by 
the belgian biochs. 


WOODWARDS GET $10,000. 


They Sued the Southern for $225,000 
for Killing Nine Persons. 

The Southern railway has compromised 
& $225,000 suit for $10,000. The action was 
brought by the survivors of the Wood- 
ward family. Two, or three months ago 
a Southern railway engine struck a wagon 
and killed nine members of the Woodward 
family near Chattanooga.

Easter Symbols. 


This promises to be a glorious Easter 


day as a religious feast, its observance 
partakes of a Christian spirit that belongs 
to all Christian churches. It seems that 
the world at large has anticipated the 
paster tide this year, and ecclesiastical 
thinkers are said to have observed that 
this year marks a greater progress in re- 
igious toleration and a broader sentiment 

among the various sects than the world has» 
realized for many years. 

Notwithstanding the cry of hard times, 
the florists, the merchants, the milliners 
and the commercial world in general re- 
joices in the wave of prosperity that Easter 
prings with it. The press of the country 
has revised many)quaint stories of Easter 
symbols and customs, and entire pages 
have been devoted to such subjects for the 


past few weeks. 
The Easter egg has ever been the famil- 
jar symbol of the great spring festival, 


bolic part at Easter time, The New York 
Herald, in an article on the “Origin of the 
Easter Hare,” relates many interesting 


incidents. 

“To solve this enigma,’’ says the writer, 
“we must go backward like a_ crab, 
through the history of Easter itself, even 
at the risk of repeating many things that 
everybody already knows. 

“Baster, though apparently a solar fes- 
tival- in its connection with the equinox, 
in reality and even as ordered by the 
Christian ¢hurch belongs by rights vo the 
moon. As early as the second century, 
the western churches began to object to 
the contemporaneous celebration of Easter 
with the Jewish Passover, and in 301, A.D., 
the council of Nice decided that it should 
be held in future upon the first Sunday 
after the first full moon upon or after the 
yernal equinox; and if said full moon fell 
upon Sunday, then Easter should be the 
Sunday after. 

“The moon was masculine in Sanskrit, as 
ghe was in Anglo-Saxon, and, indeed, in all 
the Teutonic languages, and as she is in 
German still. This confusion of sex, as it 
seems tO Us Who are accustomed to think 
of her as a ‘goddess excellently bright’ 
probably arose from the fact that the 
deities of the earliest mythologies were an- 
drogynous and that sex was a question of 
relation and depended upon their pcrsonifi- 
cation in an active or a passive form. 

“The moon varied in sex according to cir- 
cumstances. As the new.moon, with her 
brilliant horns and increasing strength, or 
as the full moon, in the plentitude of her 
powers, she represented the active ele- 
ment and was personified as masculine— 
she was the Lord of Light, the sign of new 


waning moon was passive or feminine, and 


tion mythology Typhon or the Evii Princi- 
ple, who had the supremacy in his fourteen 
days’ rule when he tore Osiris (the sun) 
into fourteen pieces. : 

“In ancient symbolism again the light half 
of the moon Was masciline; the dark fem- 
inine. There was also another dualism 
connected with the moon, as the prototype 
of the Virgin Mother, which may explain 
a very singular old English custom, which 
has always been a mystery to antiquarians, 
The Virgin Mother was represented by’ trie, 
British Druids as two, the sisters Krierevy 
and Lywy (the British Proserpine and 
Ceres), the Virgin and the Mother. 

“Having thus traced some of the connec- 
tions of the moon with Easter, we have 
still to run down the mythical hare and 
him we find directly as a type of the moon 
itself. across whose disk endless numbers 
of Hindoo and Japanese artists have paint- 
ed him, while their Chinese brethren rep- 
rese1't the moon as a rabbit pounding rice 
in a mortar. 

“The hare was identical with the moon in 
symbology for the reasons that shall pres- 
ently be explained; but having been drawn 
in the moon, two different versions of the 
one-story arose to explain his presence 
there, as in the case of the barnacle 


“One was that Buddha once took the shape 
of a hare that he might feed a hungry 
fellow creature and was transformed in 
that form to the moon, where he forever- 
more abides. But this is a very different 
version of the beautiful story of the starv- 
ing tigfess and her cubs. whom. Buddha 
fed With his mortal body. 

“Bat the second myth, as told by Dr. 
Gubernatis, in his ‘Zoological. Mythology,’ 
seems more likely to be the genuine. This 
legend says that when Indra. disguised as 
a famishing pilgrim, was dying for food, 
the hare, having nothing to give him, 
threw himself into the fire that he might 
be roasted for his benefit, and the grateful 
Indra translated the animal to the moon. ‘ 
“In Sanskirt, the cacas, litefally the Leap- 
ing One, means not onty the hare and the 
rabbit. but the spots on the moon supposed 
to depict the hare of the above myth.

Pliny. who is not mentioned by Bir 
Thomas, gives it the weight of his author- 
ity in his ‘Natural History.’ The historian 
of ‘Vulgar Errors’ devotes a chapter to 


his dealings with it, considering it quite 
Possible that such a change might take

But we have 
too much confidence in our national 
leader to believe that such a thing could 
ever be possible, 

Mrs. Sibley gave this interview for the 
reason that a rumor has been circulated 
to the effect that woman’s suffrage was 
essential to membership. She positively 
denies such a report. . 

While Mrs. Sibley. ds one of the most 
prominent’ Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union members in the state, there are some 
who differ with her on the point she makes 
in regard to woman's suffrage.

GROWING WARMER. 


Today May Bring Cloudy Weather and 
Possibly Some Rain.

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N PASTOR CALLED 


Inman Park Presbyterian Church Has 
Been Organized. 


REV. D. G. ARMSTRONG CHOSEN 


He Is from Albany and Has Se:ved 
for Four Years as Minister 
to Brazil. — 


Among the matters of local interest that 
will come before the presbytery, now in 
session at McDonough, is the confirming 
the call of a pastor to take charge of 
Inman Park Presbyterian church, one of 
the most recently organized churches in 


the city. 


Heretofore it has been known as a mis- 
sion and has had no regular pastor, but 
in Jaruary last the members decided to 
organize and found a regular church. ‘They 
have a handsome and comfortable church 
structure, and recently they corresponded 
with Rev. D. G. Armstrong, of Albany, 
and decided to call him to the pastorate, 
and he accepted, so far as his accep.ance 
could extend pending the sanction of the 
presbyteries. 

Mrs. George N. King, who is a leading 
member of the church at Inman Park, 
was sent down to attend the meeting of 
the presbytery at McDonough with in- 
structions to ask leave of the presbytery 
to call Mr. Armstrong in the formal man- 
ner required by the rules of the church, 

When this is done, Mr. Armstrong will 
ask leave of his presbytery, which meets 
in Albany April 2ist, to accept the call, 
and he will then come to Atlanta and en- 
ter upon the discharge of his duties. 

Mr. Armstrong comes with the highest 
indorsements from both the clergy and 
laity, and is a man who stands very high 
as a minister. He is about thirty years of 
age, but has served for four years as a 
missionary to Brazil, where his work was 
highly commended. He is married and is 
said to be a very zealous worker. 

Rev. Mr. Graves, who has been supply- 
ing the Fourth Presbyterian church since 
the resignation of Rev. T. P. Cleveland, 
will probably be called permanently to the 
pastorate of that church, as he has proven 
very popular with the congregation and is 
greatly esteemed.
